Grading.  Plants  that  are  wider  than  tall  are  graded  by  width. 


Packing.  At  cost  as  usual,  including  paper  pots  if  used. 
Plants  will  be  packed  to  secure  lowest  possible  freight  classi¬ 
fication  consistent  with  the  nature  of  the  goods  shipped.  Pack¬ 
ing  free  if  cash  comes  with  order.
